Fair directors will meet Mon- 
day, 7:30 p.m., in the Porterville 
Justice court to appraise opera- 
tions during the 1964 year, and 
to start planning for the .1965 
fair which will be held in May, 
probably 20, 21, and 292.

Total receipts for the fair last 
May ran $14,666.43, with major 
amounts coming from gate, $5,- 
714; exhibit space rentals, $4,200; 
program advertising, $1,590; con- 
cessions, $1,802.41 and _ livestock 
sales commission, $650. 

Disbursements amounted to $13,- 
901, with major. amounts involv- 
ing labor, $4,260; maintenance 
and repairs, $2,425; program, 
premium book and other printing 
supplies $1,866; insurance, $896; 
grandstand show, $2,750; and spe- 
cial police, $1,051. 

With the fair year running from 
September to September, money on 
hand as of September 6, 1964. was 
$1,222.21. 


Saddle club, sponsor of the annual 
show, came out of the deal with 
only $977.92, half of which will 
go to the Porterville Sheltered 
Workshop. 

Major items of profit for the 
Roundup included: Gate, $4,551; 
concessions, $2,199; queen contest, 
$771; programs, $2,599 and mis- 
cellaneous items, $1,199. 

With the Roundup hitting na- 
tional television on ABC’s Wide 
World of Sports program, costs of 
producing the show increased over 
previous vears. The Saddle club 
spent $1,575 to get the arena 
ready; $5,215 for rodeo stock; and 
$2,399 toward the competitors’ 
purse that was sweetened by the 
ABC network and included entry 
fees, to bring the total purse to 
$40,979. Another $1,000 went for 
such items as advertising, utilities, 


office expenses. 

When the financial statement 
for the 1964 Roundup was com- 
piled a short time ago, there was 
an item of uncollected bills to- 
talling $1,612, which means that 
before the Saddle club has a ‘“‘mon- 
ey in the bank” profit, those ac- 
counts receivable must be cleared 
up.

NOT GOLD THAT GLITTERS 


To the folks who sit in the stands and enjoy the show it may 
appear that someone is making a mint of money out of the Por- 
terville Roundup-and the Porterville Fair, two locally-sponsored 
events that will be going into their 18th years in 1965. 

But we call your attention to the stories on page |, pointing 
out that while the Fair took in $14,666 this year, profit only came 
to $765, and that while the Roundup handled $60,652, there was 
only $977 left after a purse of $40,979 had been paid to com- 
peting cowboys, and other expenses of production taken care of. 

This means that the margin of profit is small indeed for these 
colorful and traditional community events; it means that if the 
weather goes bad the small profit disappears and a loss shows 
up, then the directors of the Fair board and members of the Or- 
ange Belt Saddle Club start digging and scratching to keep body 
and soul together and to put on their shows again, hoping that 
fortune will smile, and a few extra bucks will rattle into the cash 
box. 

Actually, neither of these events could be staged without the 
free help of a lot of people — people who like to help just be- 
cause they like to help. We suggest that maybe those of you 
who are not involved might find fun and satisfaction by getting 
involved.- And there's always room for willing workers. 

But be that as it may, there will be a Fair in May of 1965 — 
California's largest fair that is operated without aid of state 
funds; and there will be a Roundup, also in May, featuring top 
rodeo stock and the best professional cowboys in the world. 

And some folks will look at the crowd in the stands and won- 
der where all that money is going. To these citizens we say 
again, take a look at those stories on page |. 

All is not gold that glitters, particularly in the world of Fairs 
and Roundups.

In THE FORTRESS, by Cather- 
ine Gavin, fortune demotes an 
American captain to the rank of 
an ordinary seaman and to a new 
job on a British ship fighting in 
the Baltic against the Russians in 
the Crimean War. He enlists at 
the demand of his sweetheart, a 
Finnish noblewoman who resents 
the Russian tyranny over her 
country. This adventure novel of 
a mid-19th century war that pitted 
the British and French against 
the Russians is a good standard 
historical novel, backed by excel- 
Jent research and local color. 

A mention should be made of 
John Kenneth Galbraith’s new 
book, if only to call attention to 
one so very different from any- 
thing else he has sever written.

While the two Propositions had 
nothing in common, their victory, 
in each case, proved once again 
that when bread-and-butter labor 
issues are not involved, the state 
AFL-CIO leadership cannot de-' 
liver the votes of rank and file 
union members, let alone influ- 
ence the decisions of non-union 


Proposition 14 was many things 
to many people—but whatever it 
was, it was not’a labor issue. To 
its opponents, it was a moral is- 
sue, and the drive for its defeat 
took on the proportions of a holy 
crusade, Its supporters benefited 
from the widespread feeling that 
the civil rights movement has 
broken too many of the ground 
rules of political action acceptable 
in a democrcy.

Labor was never able, however, 
to persuade the public that Prop- 
osition 17 was a partisan measure, 
as indeed it was not. The Propo- 
sition placed into effect in Califor- 
nia national railroad settlements 
worked out by Presidents Eisen- 
hower, Kennedy and Johnson. 
These settlements eliminate 
featherbedding under terms that 
provide maximum job protection 
for most affected employees and 
liberal severance payments for 
low-seniority employees. 

A model measure that could 
provide a humane precedent for 
other industries adjusting to tech- 
nological change, Proposition 17 
should have enjoyed the support, 
rather than opposition, of a truly 
forward-looking labor leadership.
